Oglesby nominally for Governor, and Gen- 
eral John L. Beveridge, of Evanston, nomi- 
nally for Lienten ant Governor, bat really 
for Governor. The understanding is open 
and avowed, there being no disguise about 


the party in the Legislature to the United 
States Senate, and the gentleman clocted 
Lieutenant Governor is, therefore, to become 


Mr. Oglesby for United States Senator, and 
General Beveridge fur Governor, the Lieu- 
tenant Governor to be chosen by the Senate. 

With the exception of the election of 1555, 
„nen Mesars. Lincoln and Douglas were 
really candidates for the Senate, and the 
whole. election turned upon that choice, the 
formal designation of candidates before the 
people for that office has never been adopted 
in this Sate, aud rarely, if ever, in any 
ot! er State. The Convention has, however, 
chose n to present the matter in that way, 
and the people will vote as they please. 

Mr. Oglesby was elected Governor of this 
State in 1864, serving four years, and was a 
candidate for the United States Senate upon

now existing at Washington. Congress, a 
year sco, passed a law giving the President 
dictatorial powers, to be exercised by him, 
at his discretion, in any State; authorizing 
him to depose avy cr all of thirty-seven 
State Governments, close the Courts, suspend 
all local Governments and law, and govera 
each State, or part of State, by military dele- 
gate. Members of Congress demanded that 
this extraordinary jaw, unprecedented in 
the history of the United) States, should 
expire before the Presidential election, 
and the President ass¢mted | that it 
should expire at the close of the present 
session of Congress, thus leaving the people 
during the period of the élection free of 
military control. The unexpected change 
in national politics, however, hag inspired 
the President and bis followers with new 
fears. They bave, therefore, introduced a 
bill to revive the dictatorship, and to con- 
tinne the President's extraordinary power 
during the Presidential election, aad enable 
him, ike Juarez in Mexico, to silotice all op- 
position by the arrest, without trial, of all 
persons Who may be opposed to him. For 
this purpose the Senate has postponed all 
other business, and on yesterday at noon, 
after a continued session from nogn of the 
previous day, forced through the forms 
of legislation the bill granting to 
President Grant the «sme military powers 
now held by Juarez in belpless and desolate 
Mexico. The first blow which Republican- 
jem received in Mexico was when a facile 
Congrees made a President Dictator ; since 
then the Republic has never existed there 
but in name. We bave now reathed the 
same turning point in our history. Will the 
House of Representatives cansent tb this ac- 
tion of the Senate? Will that body vote to 
the Preeident these extraordinary powers to 
be used by bim te promote his own election 
ab President? Even in miserable and tyrant- 
ridden Mexico there has been a resistance to 
this demand which is worthy of Honorable 
distinction, powerless as it may be ia the end.

General Beveridge, the candidate nomi- 
nated really for Governor, was elected, last 


November, Member of Congtess-at-Large to 


fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of 
Gcheral Logan. He resides at Evanston, in 
this county, aud is well known to all 
persons in this county. If elected, 
Be will be the first Governor ever selected 
from this county; and, with the exception 
of Governor Matteron, the only one from tho 
northern part of ihnois. He is a geutloman 
of fait abilities, and owee ino nom- 
ination, over so many rivuis, to the perse- 
verancé aud personal efforts with which he 
has somght it. His personal attendance at 
Springfield greatly aide him.
